When Allen S. Browne, the originator of the Kiwanis idea, insisted 
on the incorporation of a national body he reserved by contract with 
the incorporators the right to do all of the organization work and to 
all publication and advertising rights of the association. By the terms 
of this contract it is agreed by Mr. Browne to furnish, without sub- 
scription, suffieient copies to supply all of the Kiwanis members. 

No portion of the per capita tax is or ever has been paid to him for 
subscription or any other purpose. 

: This publication is supported solely by the advertising contained 
erein, 
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From the month of February (the first issue) until July a large 
indebtedness (nearly two thousand dollars) was accumulated, directly 
chargeable to Mr. Browne, and it seemed the part of wisdom to dis- 
continue the effort to publish. Believing, however, that this publica- 
tion is one of the real things of Kiwanis, that it should be continued, 
that in fact its existence is vitally necessary to the closer relationship 
of the various units of Kiwanis with the international body, two of the 
international directors, viz: Vice President Oscar F. Alexander, of 
Cleveland, and International Secretary Dodge of Buffalo, offered to 
come to the rescue and with the help of Mr. Browne save to Kiwanis 
the monthly publication. 

A corporation has therefore been formed which has acquired 
the ownership and control of the magazine, the stock of which is 
owned by the three above named Kiwanis members and they in turn 
have liquidated the debts of this organ and are now guaranteeing to 
Kiwanis a regular monthly issue. Arrangements are being entered 
into which will in the near future bring your copy to your place of 
business by mail. 

In conclusion we ask your hearty support and co-operation to 
make of this paper a success; that you have in your club a live asso- 
ciate editor who will each month send in items of interest; that you 
make freely and unreservedly criticism of the reading matter; that 
you advertise with us if you believe we can be of assistance to you; 
and that above all things you will consider the publication yours and 
stamp upon its pages some of your personality.

A straw vote was taken on the question of fixing the annual dues 
at twenty-five dollars and was carried without a dissenting vote. 
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PURCHASE AT HOME 


HAL P. DENTON 


The “Buy-at-Home” movement was the subject of discussion at 
the meeting of the Oshkosh Kiwanis Club at the Tremont hotel at 
noon today. The principal speaker was Samuel Trubshaw of Fond du 
Lac, who spoke on the potential relations of the Kiwanis Club to the 
movement. W. E. Ellis of Gray’s Lake, Ill., publisher of The Search- 
light, and his son, Kenneth Ellis, who were guests of the Club, also 
spoke on the same general subject. 


Arthur H. Thom was the “silent booster” and Dr. G. A. Stratton 
and Dr. Wilbur N. Linn were the “glad hand” artists. The attendance 
prizes were won by Mr. Trubshaw and Frank W. Radford. President 
C. C. Konrad made a statement regarding the rapid growth of the 
local Club and a letter from Maj. Victor C. Lewis, president of the 
Green Bay Club, was read which extended greetings and announced a 
membership of more than seventy at Green Bay, with the prediction 
that the 100 mark would soon be reached. 


Mr. Trubshaw said: “I trust that whatever points I touch upon 
in my talk shall not be taken in the sense of an adverse criticism, on 
my part, of conditions or methods of business which may exist in 
your town or in the town where I live, but simply as a talk of a fellow 
Kiwanian who is willing to give expression to his ideas and accept in 
good grace any comment or criticism on his remarks. 


“In the transaction of a trade there are two operations involved: 
one by the buyer, and the other by the seller. «As a buyer in a town not 
long ago I entered a store and inquired for a certain article. I was 
told they did not carry it. Upon my inquiry why not, I was told there 
was no demand for it. I tried another store, and with the same re- 
sult. So as I must have that certain article, I was obliged to go out 
of town for it.” 


The speaker made the point that there was an inquiry for that 
article, for he made it. “I could not expect a store to keep a stock 
covering every possible demand made upon it,” he said, “but what 
became of my inquiry? It died a natural death, of what a physician 
would diagnose as ‘lack of interest.’ Why? Because the interest of 
the management of that store was not sufficiently awakened. 


“Perhaps the value of my intended purchase did not appeal to 
the proprietor, for if it had he would have stocked the article and 
dropped me a postal advising me of the fact. As it was, he not only 
lost the sale of that particular article, but many other sales, because 
owing to the lack of interest displayed towards my wants in that 
store I do not take the time or trouble to go there again. 
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Mr. Trubshaw said this was not a solitary case, that it is one 
of many and that something was wrong somewhere. He said: “If you 
have the interest of your town and store at heart, begin boosting 
right in your own store. Boost the interest of your sales force in 
your store. Impress upon them the far-reaching effect of an indifferent 
answer to a trade inquiry. Insist that all inquiries be reported to you 
and follow them up yourself. 

“Display an interest in your customers’ wants, and you will be 
astonished at the results obtained. Remember that a satisfied customer 
is the best advertisement for your business, that a satisfied customer 
is generally a steady customer, and a little appreciation of his or her 
trade on your part will always be kept in mind. 

“Kiwanis, let us wake up, and in waking make so much noise that 
everybody hears. Consider what we are, what we mean and what 
we can accomplish with concentrated efforts. You will soon have a 
hundred members. Think what it means. A hundred heads of house- 
holds, a hundred men each with ten friends, a hundred men each 
with a wife, a hundred wives each with ten friends, a hundred 
families with an average of two children to a family and each child 
with ten friends. Figure it up and you have more than five thousand 
enthusiastic workers for Oshkosh. 

“Talk Oshkosh. Ask your friends to talk Oshkosh, but live up to 
your talk in accordance with the true Kiwanis spirit, and in a little 
while you will not have to ask the other fellow to talk Oshkosh. You 
will, by your actions and enthusiasm in your city, force him to talk 
Oshkosh, and incidentally to express a wish to become enrolled as 
a member of the Oshkosh Kiwanis Club.” 

In conclusion Mr. Trubshaw said he made it a point to practice 
what he preached. He was vigorously applauded.

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REPORT OF 
INTERNATIONAL SECRETARY 





During the month of October the International Secretary had the 
privilege of visiting the Boston, Mass. Club, which held an evening 
meeting on October 3d. It was attended by a delegation from 
Worcester, Mass. and Providence, R. I., headed by Mr. Thomas E. 
Babb, Jr. of the Worcester, Mass. Club and Mr. Charles H. Lee of 


Providence, R. I. The meeting was held in the City Club in Boston, 
and the attendance was large and the enthusiasm was high. 

Mr. Lee made a strong plea for the support of the Boston Club 
in entertaining the Convention at Providence in June. The Boston 
Club pledged their support unanimously. 

The following day the Secretary had the pleasure of visiting the 
Lowell, Mass. Club, where he presented a charter at noon. While the 
Lowell Club is one of our newer Clubs and has been slow in getting 
together, it is now giving good evidence of great activity and with 
a full understanding of what Kiwanis means, it cannot help but be one 
of the live organizations in New England. 

The following evening, October 5th, a large and enthusiastic 
meeting was held in Portland, Maine at which time the charter was 
presented to the Club by the International Secretary. It was, indeed, 
an honor and a pleasure to stand in the Maine Room of the Falmouth 
Hotel and address such a large assemblage of prominent business 
men as attended the dinner that evening. 

Surrounded by approximately five hundred photographs of the 
greatest men the State of Maine has produced, and which, by the way, 
comprise some of the greatest men of this country, made one feel 
that they were standing in the presence of the great men of the 
country. While they were not there in person, somhow one felt that 
they were there in spirit. It was, indeed, a privilege to be permitted 
to address the Portland Club on this occasion. 

The Portland Club is destined to be one of our best and most 
energetic Clubs. It is taking an interest in everything pertaining to 
civic and business welfare of Portland. It cannot help but make a 
name for itself in the community in which it is located. The Portland 
Club has also committed itself to do everything possible to assist the 
Providence Club in taking care of the International Convention, in 
fact, every Club in the New England territory is bending every 
energy to make the Convention a success. — 

It was also the privilege of the International Secretary to visit 
the Cleveland, Ohio Club on the occasion of its annual meeting on 
October 18th. 

Patriotism ran rampant at the meeting which was well attended 
and a program of merit combined with the good fellowship which 
always prevails in the Cleveland Club, which some like to call the 
Daddy Club of the Organization, made an evening full of profit to 
all who attended. 
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The situation regarding finances to properly carry on the work 
of the International Organization has become acute, and it is absolutely 
necessary that some funds be forthcoming. . 


At a meeting of the Board of Trustees held immediately following 
the International Convention at Detroit in May of this year, the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed: 


“On motion duly made and seconded, it was unanimously ordered 
that the per capita tax for the year 1917-1918 be fixed at One ($1.00) 
Dollar and that the attention of the Local Clubs to the fiscal needs 
of the International Organization be directed at the time of the pub- 
lication of the statement of the Finance Committee. 


It was further duly moved and seconded, and unanimously ordered 
that the old per capita tax of Twenty-five (25c) Cents for the year 
1917 be credited upon the new per capita tax of One ($1.00) Dollar 
in 8 those instances where payments under the old tax have been 
made. 


The Finance Committee submitted the following budget for the 
year 1917-1918, with the recommendation that the same be adopted 
and passed. Perry S. Patterson moved that the recommendation of the 
Finance Committee be concurred in, said motion being seconded by 
George W. Stout. The motion was carried unanimously.” 


In accordance with the foregoing a Budget was prepared, which is 
as follows: 





KIWANIS CLUB 
BUDGET 1917-1918 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE INTERNATIONAL BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
KIWANIS CLUB: 


SECTION 1. That the following amounts, or so much thereof as 
may be authorized by the Board of Governors and as may be needed, 
be and the same are hereby appropriated for the corporate purposes 
and uses of the Kiwanis Club for the fiscal year 1917-1918. 


SECTION 2. That the International President, Secretary and 
Treasurer and all other officers of the Kiwanis Club shall administer 
_the amounts appropriated in this budget according to their respective 
titles and they are hereby prohibited from incurring any liabilities 
against any account in excess of the amount authorized for such 
account or from incurring any liability for items not herein specifically 
provided for. The Treasurer is hereby directed to open an account 
with each of the appropriated funds hereinafter named, to credit 
each fund with the amount hereinafter set forth, and to debit each 
fund in the amount or amounts of the various warrants or vouchers 
that may be submitted to him from time to time properly verified. 
The said Treasurer is hereby expressly prohibited from honoring any 
warrant or voucher where it appears that the appropriated fund in 
any given case has been exhausted, provided, however, that the said 
Treasurer shall honor said warrants or vouchers upon the author-

This was forwarded to all of the Clubs with the request that they 
forward their check in payment of the additional tax as it was ab- 
solutely necessary to have this money to carry on the work as it 
should be done. 

It was felt at the time that we as business men must realize that 
it takes some money to take care of the many problems the Interna- 
tional Organization is called upon to take care of. The presentation 
of charters, the official visits and the operating expenses of the office 
of the President and Secretary must be taken care of, if we are going 
to have an efficient Organization. 

Up to the present writing only a very small number of the Clubs 
have paid their additional amount. A number of the Clubs have 
given no indication as to whether they will answer to the call of the 
Directors and assist them in this very necessary work. 
and this was forwarded to all of the Clubs with the request that they 

The work of the International Organization has been very 
seriously handicapped and at the present time is almost at a standstill 
on account of the lack of funds. Many of the Clubs have protested 
paying this additional per capita tax, stating it was not to take effect 
until the year 1918, and they have no funds whereby to pay this tax. 

While this, no doubt, was the intent of the amendment to the 
by-laws, yet it was found that it was absolutely impossible to carry 
along the work as it should be without some additional funds. We 
do not believe any business man would expect other business men 
who are just as busy as they are to devote a great deal of time and 
their own individual funds for the expense of operating the Kiwanis 
Club International Organization. 

With this Budget that went out, an appeal was made by the 
Committee appointed for the purpose of preparing this Budget asking 
that the various Clubs do their part to take care of this financial 
condition, and it is sincerely hoped that all of the Clubs who have 
not paid this additional tax will take steps at once and provide ways 
and means of doing so, or it will be necessary to discontinue any work 
where any expense is attached until after January 1, 1918. 

This is a serious condition and well merits the attention of all 
of the officers of the various Clubs.
